LONDON, Oct. 18. (AP).—Brit- 
ish troops. captured Venray, im- 
portant rail and road junction five 
miles west of the Maas (Meuse) 
River, today as Lt. Gen. Courtney 
Hodges’ American First Army, 
slowly squeezing Aachen into sub- 
mission, prepared for a new as- 
sault which Berlin said would be 
aimed at Cologne, 

All along the front progress— 
slow, methodical progress carved 
out in many cases by bayonets— 
was reported. 

From Breskens, a German 
strongpoint west of Antwerp, to 
Belfort, this was the picture: 

(1) Lt. Gen. H. D. Crerar’s Ca- 
nadians have reached Ijzendijke, 
six miles south of Breskens, press- 
ing hard on the newly-formed de- 
fense line of the German troops 
within the narrowing pocket south 
of the Schelde estuary. Supreme 
Allied Headquarters reported 
bombers had attacked the sea 
dyke at West Kapelle on the neéar- 
by island of Walcheren. 

A front dispatch said there were 
signs the German stand might be 
ending below the Schelde. Demoli- 
tions were reported in the Bres- 
kens area, along with considerable 
transport movement. 

Eastern Holland. 

(2) In Eastern Holland, where 
Berlin has reported the _ Allies 
have massed 1500 tanks for a 
drive into the Rhine-Ruhr valley, 
Lt. Gen. Miles C. Dempsey’s Brit- 
ish Second Army took Venray 
after bitter house-to-house fight- 
ing and plunged on 
southeast of the gutted town, 
which itself is eight miles from 
the Reich frontier. 

The British had formed a solid 
10-mile front along the Venray-

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Hitler Drafts 
Men 16 to 60 
In Home Guard 


‘Our Second All-Out 
Effort Must 
Succeed.’ 


LONDON, Oct. 18 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler, observing that “just as in 
1939 we are facing the enemy 
alone,” proclaimed tonight the for- 
mation of an armed German home 
guard and -declared “Germany’s 
second all-out effort must and will 
succeed.” 

Hitler did not personally broad- 
cast the decree. His voice has not 
been heard on the radio since 
shortly after the reported assas- 
sination attempt of July 20. The 
decree was read for him for the 
home service of the official Ger- 
man news agency, DNB. 

“Relying on our own force, we 
will not only break the enemy will 
of destruction, but we will throw 
him back again,” the proclamation 
said. “I call on all able-bodied 
men to fight.” 

The decree then announced all 
civilian men between the ages of 
16 and 60 were ordered into the 
Volkssturm, an armed home army 
similar to that which Britain or-| 
ganized in 1940 after the fall of, 
France, 

“Whereas, the enemy believed | 
that he could get ready for the’ 
last knockout blow, we, on our | 
part are resolved to carry out the. 
second large scale mobilization of 
our people,” it said, 

“This armed guard will defend | 
our home soil with all weapons. 
and all means, insofar as they are | 
suitable to that purpose.” | 

The German broadcast added! 
that Heinrich Himmler, Gestapo | 
chief and commander of the Ger- 
man home army, had spoken in an 
unidentified East Prussian town 
On an occasion described as the 
first meeting of the armed home 
guard, 

Himmler indicated that pitch- 
forks, straightened scythe, pikes 
and swords would be considered 
legitimate weapons. for the home 
guard. : 

Under Hitler’s decree, all “mili- 
tary by-laws” would be issued by 
Himmler and “political by-laws” 
by Reichsleader Martin Bormann. 

Describing this people's army as 
“not a preparation for defeat, but 
for victory,” the Berlin station 
said: 

“The significance of the Ger- 
man Volkssturm becomes obvious 
when the possibility of break- 
throughs in our fighting front or 
airborne landings in our hinter- 
land are taken into account.” 

The home guard will be part of 
the German army, the broadcast 
said, adding that the men will 
wear no uniform, but will be 
marked by an armband in accord- 
ance with international law.”

This operation was disclosed 
some hours after the German 
high command implied that Soviet 
troops had entered East Prussia 
and advanced to Schirwindt, a

“Troops of the Fourth Ukrainian 
Front, continuing their offensive, 
have crossed the Carpathian 
range, and having captured the 
passes of Lupkovo, Ruske, Uzok, 
Verecky, Viskovsky, Jablonicky 
and Tatar, have advanced into the 
depths of the territory of Czecho- 
slovakia up to 20 to 50 kilometers 
on a front of 275 kilometers,” the 
order said.

The cigarette supply in down- 
town retail outlets virtually is ex- 
hausted, a survey of hotels, tav- 
erns, drug _ stores, department 
_tores and restaurants by the Post- 
Dispatch showed today. 
| The few places that did have 
Cigarettes were offering brands 
that were little known a few 
‘months ago. Most tobacco coun- 
ters displayed “no cigarettes” 
signs, and truculent clerks an- 
swered the oft-heard query for a 
pack of cigarettes with a weary 
gesture toward the signs. 

One downtown hotel, saving it 
‘small supply for guests, require 
customers to show room Keys. 
Many grocery and drug stores in 
residential districts reported a few 
‘packages of popular brands on 
hand, but in most instances the 
cigarettes were “under the coun- 
ter” merchandise for regular cus- 
tomers only. 

The current shortage was at- 
tributed by most wholesalers to 
persons buying more than normal 
quantities for inclusion in Christ- 
‘mas boxes for servicemen over- 
seas. Others said this was only 
the initia] cause, that the critical 
_shortage was due to smokers buy- 
ing up cigarettes on the assump- 


tion they will be unable to obtain 
any later, 

One dealer asserted: “Of course 
cigarettes aren't plentiful; our 
supply hag been cut and the out- 
look isn’t bright for an increase. 
But if people would buy in a 
reasonable way, there would be 
enough to go around.” 

He pointed out that most cig- 
arettes today are manufactured 
without a moisture retaining 
agent, which causes them to dry 
out in a short time, “Hoarders 
with several cartons on hand 
will find the cigarettes stale in 
a couple of weeks,” he said. 

Another wholesaler blamed 

hoarders for the shortage, stating 
the current supply, curtailed as it 
is, would be sufficient “if people 
would just buy what they need 
and no more,” 

“Cigarettes will be back on 
shelves after this scare passes,” 
he continued, “Maybe smokers 
won’t be able to get their favorite 
brand, but it will be a matter of 
smoke the kind you can get or roll 
your own.”

WITH THE BRITISH SECOND 
ARMY IN HOLLAND, Oct. 18.— 
American story books are correct 
when they describe Holland as a 
land of canals and windmills. And 
since the war the Dutch have re- 
turned to the old custom of wear- 
ing wooden shoes which had large- 
ly died out, especially in cities and 
towns. But that lovely legend 
about the little Dutch boy who 
put his thumb in the hole in the 
dike and saved his country from 
inundation.

F.D.R. TO TAKE FIRST

The foreign policy speech will 
be broadcast over the N. B. C. 
and Blue networks between 8:30 
and 9 p. m. Saturday. Early 
said the White House would not 
attempt to classify the speech as 
political or nonpolitical. He said 
the Foreign Policy Association, 
which will be host to the Presi- 
dent, and the Democratic National 
Committee will decide who is go- 
ing to pay for the radio time. 

It was stated here that Roose- 
velt probably will spend a good 
part of today, tomorrow and Fri- 
day, if necessary, working on the 
text of his foreign policy address,

Boundaries Not Disclosed. 

Boundaries of the proposed 22- 
block site have not been disclosed, 
but the whole area will be con- 
tiguous to the initial two-block 
section.

“have outside sanitary facilities, 
only seven of the 109 units have 
furnaces; 40 have no gas connec- 
tion; less than half have bath- 
rooms; many have no running wa- 
ter; 12 are occupied by owners of 
the property and the remainder by 
renters. 

Future Program. 

“Within one year from the date 
reconstruction is undertaken, this 
is what we will have: There will 
be 174 living units of from one and 
one-half room efficiencies to four- 
room apartments; there will be 
one 12-story apartment with ele- 
vators, garages and yard space, 
and eight three-story apartments 
with comparable facilities; there 
will be a park integrated with the 
Webster School yard and there 
will be extensive bays in the 
streets for parking.”

SUITS ARE SETTLED 


All but One Plaintiff Agree 
_ to Same Undisclosed 
| Amount of Damages. 


| Nine damage suits growing out 
of the glider crash in which Mayor 

William Dee Becker and nine oth- 
‘er persons were killed at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field Aug. 1, 1943, have

SECRET DONORS 


Treasurer of Group Also 
Says Report of Gifts 
and Spending Hadn’t 
Been Filed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP}.— 
William J, Goodwin of New York, 
treasurer of an anti-fourth term 
American Democrat National Com- 
mittee, told Senate investigators 
today the group had kept secret 
the names of some contributors, 
had not filed a report of donations 
nad expenditures with the clerk of 
the house and had accepted money 
from corporations. 

Counsel and members of the 
Senate Campaign Expenditures In- 
vestigating committee which heard 
the testimony said those actions 
violated the Corrupt Practices 
Act. 

Discussing the  organization’s 
method of handling its finances, 
Goodwin said that to keep infor- 
mation away from “busybodies 
and newspapers,” a certificate was 
used under which the names of 
some contributors were “kept off 
the committee’s books.” Robert 
Murphy, counsel for. the Senate 
Committee, contended that this 
violated the corrupt practices law, 
but Goodwin said the names were 
to be concealed only until they 
were revealed to proper authori- 
ties. 

Under questioning by Murphy 
and Senator Ball (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, Goodwin identified three sep- 
arate contributions, totaling 
$1432.73 as having been made by 
Gen. Robert E. Wood of Chicago. 
He identified a $2500 contribution 
and another for $1000 as coming 
from Harry Weiss of Houston, 
Tex., and one for $100 from C. A. 
Coryell of Bay City, Mich. 

Referring to an item of $200 
from the Potash Company of 
America, Carlsbad, N. M., Bal 
asked whether that was the con- 
tribution of a corporation and 
Goodwin said: “It’s whatever it 
says it is.”

Praise for British. 

Haney, Capadona and others of 
their outfit, Including Sgt. Henry 
W. Sweringin, St. Louis, were em- 
phatic in praise of the British in- 
fantry, who relieved them after 
the bitter eight-day push on Over- 
loon and went on to capture the 
town and drive through it toward 
Venray. 

“I don’t know yet how they did 
it,” said Pvt. William C. Duncan, 
New Albany, Miss. “After all, we 
had some pretty good fighting out- 
fits on that job and we couldn’t 


i'take the place. Those Limeys 


were okay.” 

In justice to the Americans, it 
should be said that the British 
used a larger force and one more 
adapted to the conditions of fight- 
ing, as well as better equipped, 
than these armored infantrymen 
whose tanks proved of little value 
in the muddy, wooded terrain of 
the Overloon area. Also, the 
Americans, who took severe cas- 
ualties themselves, undoubtedly, 
dealt heavy punishment to the 
Germans and to that extent soft- 
ened them up in advance of the 
British drive, 

Allied Co-operation. 

But it ig interesting to observe 
how close co-operation between 
the British and Americang at this 
northern end of the front is re- 
sulting in increased mutual admi- 
ration and respect. Officers as 
wéll as men of the armored units 
are, like the American paratroop- 
ers with whom I talked last week 
in the Nijmegen area, fulsome in 
their praise of British guts and 
British generosity in matters of 
supply. 

“We have never been treated 
bettemnin our own army,” said Lt. 
Col. R. H. Hodgson, Atlanta, Ga., 
a supply officer. “And you should 
have seen the artillery support 
they gave us for the Overloon 
show.” 

Maj. John Brown, also of At- 
lanta, former all-American foot- 
ball player and now commander 
of a unit famed as one of the 
“fightingest” armored task forces 
in the Army, said: 

“I wouldn’t expect anything 
better from our own artillery and 
that is saying a whole lot.” 

Though the men of these ar- 
mored units in Holland come 
from all parts of America, there 
seems to be a preponderance of 
Southerners and Midwesterners.

For 12 days during the invasion 
of Saipan, the crew of the light 
cruiser on which Ens.

DISRUPT IT 


Asserts Unfriendly People Sow Dissension by 
Asking Unimportant Questions About De- 
tails, Whereas Discussion Should Be on 
Objective of Keeping Peace.

He asserted sharply that the discussion should not be concerned 
with details, such as what the American delegate would wear, where 
the Assemb!y should meet, or where the Secretariat should be quar- 
tered, but with the objective of the whole plan—the maintenance 


of peace while we are alive. 


Asked whether he would “start 
talking” about this at his address 
to the Foreign Policy Association 
dinner in New York Saturday eve- 
ning, he changed his manner from 
bitterness to smiles and said that 
this speech had not been written 
yet, but the idea was a good one. 

The presidential ire was aroused 
when a reporter noted that a 
large delegation representing 
groups favoring the world secur- 
ity organization had held an “off- 
the-record” semifiar at the State 
Department Monday, at which the 
question of the authority of the 
American delegate on the inter- 
national council had been raised, 
but not answered. 


Issue of Delegate’s Power. 

Did the President care to com- 
ment at this time, the reporter 
asked, on whether the American 
delegate should have the power to 
act for the United States before 
getting approval from the Senate? 

This was one of the most im- 
portant points in the minds of the 
delegates at the Dumbarton Oaks 
conference of this country, Great 
Britain and Soviet Russia. There 
has been no official administra- 
tion statement regarding it. 

The President plainly did not 
care to comment on the question 
at the time, but instead of saying 
so, he replied that he wished he 
had clipped a recent newspaper 
article which said that people not 
friendly to the world organization 
were beginning to stir up trouble 
by asking what each delegate 
would do, when he would arrive, 
and what he would eat. 

Observing that he did not know 
the answers’ to these questions, 
the President added that he did 
not think the people of this or 
any other country should be put in 
the position of asking each other 
what each Senator would do, 
where he would live, and things 
like that. 

Hie continued that he had read 
one newspaper story that the seat 
of the United Nations would be in 
Washington. This matter, he said, 
had not been discussed, but he 
hoped the seat would not be in 
Washington, a terrible place for 
year-around residence. 


Pan-American Example. 


He had felt, he said, that one 
of the strong points of the Pan- 
American organization was that 
it did not meet in one place, The 
first conference, he recalled, had 
been at Montevideo, and others 
had been held in Lima, Buenos 
Aires, Havana and Rio de Ja- 
neiro. He thought this was an 
awfully good plan, because it ena- 
bled people to learn about other 
countries. 

Another reporter interrupted to 
gay he thought the Secretariat of 
the security organization was to 
have permanent quarters. The 
President replied that he did not 
care where the Secretariat had 
quarters; al] it needed was an of- 
fice building to house its papers 
and maps, which could be shipped 
to wherever the Assembly decided 
to meet. 

By these questions, he continued, 
some unfriendly people were try- 
ing to stir up dissension on rela- 
tively unimportant matters, when 
the great objective was to find 
out how to keep the peace. Some 
newspapers, said, have already 
raised the question whether the 
women at the meetings should 
wear low-neck dresses and the 
men evening ciot 

When a reporter asked how peo- 
ple should properly discuss the 
world security organization, he re- 
plied that the whole plan should 
be discussed, now that it had been 
made public. 

The original interrogator ob- 
served that when he asked about 
the authority of the American del- 
egate he had not considered it a 
minor issue, because the American 
delegate, unless he had prior au- 
thority to act for this country, 
would have to come back to the 
Senate for approval, and this 
would probably cause protracted 
debates in the Senate. The Presi- 
dent brushed this observation 
aside by asking for discussion on 
the whole thing. 

Of the Dumbarton Oaks con- 
ferences he said the. security 
agreements might not necessarily 
guarantee peace forever, but they 
could guarantee peace for our 
lives. 

The press conference was held 
under unusual surroundings, in a 
reception room of the Executive 
offices rather than in the Presi- 
dent’s private office. This room 
had been fitted up with models of 
specially invented landing devices 
for the European invasion. The 
models were sent to him by Prime 
Minister Churchill. The President 
sat by a large map showing “Mul- 
berry B,” a code word for the in- 
Malietions | on a beach and off 
shore.

This referred to a 
long-current report that La Guar- 
dia will go to Italy soon either as 
a military officer to take charge 
of the civil government of Italy or 
visit on a temporary inspection 
trip. 

The President, who has re- 
peatedly said there might be news 
about La Guardia soon, replied 
that if La Guardia is sent to 
Italy, the reporters would be told 
about it. 

An upstate New York reporter 
quoted part of a campaign speech 
by Senator James M. Mead (Dem.), 
New York, to the effect that he 
had information that Soviet Rus- 
sia would eventually join the 
United States, Great Britain and 
China against Japan. 

Obviously thinking about Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey's practice of 
quoting parts of administration 
speeches, the President replied 
that he was not commenting on 
parts of what somebody had said 
—he had learned better. 

Asked about a remark by former 
Gov. Charles Edison of New Jer- 
sey that he had told the President 
that Dewey would carry New Jer- 
sey by a “substantial majority,” 
Roosevelt said Edison had “>not 
used the word “substantial” dur- 
ing their talk. 

Beyond the speaking engage- 
ment in New York Saturday night 
and an outright campaign speech 
in Philadelphia Oct. 27, the Presi- 
dent said he had no other plans 
that he could discuss at this time. 
A Chicago reporter asked several 
questions about a prospective po- 
litical speech in Chicago. The 
President said he had heard the 
same report about Chicago, but 
could give no information about it 
at this time.

Eisenhower Message. 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, in 
a message urged Americans to 
recapture the “terrific unity” the 
nation possessed after Pearl Har- 
bor. 

Gen, Eisenhower’s message was 
read by Col. Warren J. Clear, 
general] staff corps. In it Ejisen- 
hower told the Forum that the 
United Nations forces “are op- 
posed by an enemy battling with 
utter desperation” and added 
“there will be bitter fighting 
ahead.” 

“I assure you that the Amer- 
ican and British fighting forces,” 
the General said, “are a strong 
unity, tempered and hardened by 
the ordeal of sacrifice, combat 
and victory. 

“Your own American soldiers, 
sailors and airmen are seasoned, 
tough and resolute fighters. They 
can be counted on in any crisis. 
They will not fail you.” 


Baruch on Jobs. 

Bernard M. Baruch, special ad- 
viser to the Director of War 
Mobilization, told the Forum that 
“peace can be just about what 
America makes it,” and _ that 
world security would be attained 
“if we provide jobs for all.” 

“The objective of a world com- 
munity is not so academic as it 
seems. In fact, supplying every- 
one who needs it and who is will- 
ing to work, even including the 
Hottentots, with a quart of milk a 
day might prove an economic as 
well as social advantage. It might 
even be profitable.” 

Among others who spoke at the 
night session were War Produc- 
tion Board Chairman J, A. Krug, 
Ferdinand Eberstadt, former vice 
chairman of the WPB, and James 
B. Carey, secretary of the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations. 

After reviewing the events fol- 
lowing World War I, Baruch as- 
serted: “This time we must be 
prepared to enforce the peace with 
arms and men; with an interna- 
tional authority based upon real 
co-operation. I am more confident 
than the last time because both 


parties have committed themselves |— 


to the principle of world secur- 
ity.” 

Krug said that “the problems of 
finding peace and employment can 
only be solved by business, by la- 
bor and by the Government work- 
ing together.” 

Krug added that no “sound re- 
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conversion plan can be keyed to 
any definite date or set of circum- 
stances,” but must be “sufficiently 
fluid to meet new conditions as 
they develop.” 

Eberstadt said in a prepared 
talk: “If our industry is to play 
its great potential role in the post- 
war world, we need a clear, na- 
tional foreign economic policy, bi- 
partisan if possible—and a dy- 
namic governmental organization 
to implement and foster it.” 

“We should as soon as possible 
hold a United Nations’ economic 
conference to agree on new and 
sounder world trade policies and 
to create a strong permanent in- 
ternational organization at the 
highest level to guide and imple- 
ment them.” 

Carey told the forum in a pre- 
pard speech that “we must retool 
our brains to make use of new facts 
like , . full production and full 
employment.” 


RUSSIA IS NOT TURNING 
CAPITALISTIC, CASSIDY SAYS 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18 (AP).—AI- 
though a new “high society” has 
emerged in Russia as a wartime 
manifestation, Russia is not turn- 
ing capitalistic, Henry Cassidy, 
former chief of the Associated 
Press bureau in Moscow, told the 
Inland Daily Press Association 
yesterday. 

“Russia’s future has been for- 
gotten for the time being while 
its past has been revived in liter- 
ature, drama and the arts,” Cas- 
sidy said. 

“The present system,” he said, 
‘is going to consolidate itself and 
root itself in the Russian past, 
although the basis of the Soviet 
state is unchanged. Their nation- 
alized industry. and collectivized 
agriculture the: Russians do not 
intend to change. They consider 
their former government has been 
proved successful during the 
war.” 


TOTAL DESTRUCTION OF GREEK 
TOWN BY GERMANS CONFIRMED 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—The 
London radio said last night it had 
been officially confirmed that the 
Germans “have completely de- 
stroyed the Greek town of Koropi, 
20 miles southeast of Athens.” 

The broadcast said Koropi had 
a pre-war population of 6000. “It 
is certain,” it said, “that the Ger- 
mans have killed all whom they 
found in the town as a reprisal 
against guerrilla &ctions.” 
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ORECASTING a Roosevelt vic- 
tory in California by a 400,000-

ERLIN has announced the death of Field Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel from wounds suffered three months ago when his automo-| 
bile was strafed by an American plane. 


There are strong reasons for suspecting that this is Adolf Hitler’s 


method of disclosing that the onetime military hero of the Nazi party | 
has been liquidated by the Gestapo for his part in the July 20 plot | ments 


against the Fuehre1’s life. 


That Hitler has ordered a state funeral is in the best traditions 
of gangland, where the biggest wreath was always contributed by the 
chieftain who ordered the victim bumped off. (The London radio an- 
nounced that Hitler would speak at the funeral.) 


Hitler could have no scruple in 
proclaiming the treachery and ex- 
ecution of a Junker aristocrat like 


Field Marshal von Witzleben, but 
he would hesitate to employ the 
same procedure with a man he 
once delighted to honor as a com- 
rade and bodyguard of the first 
aarti days. Rommel was raised 

y him from a street brawker and 
hoodlum to the baton of the high- 
est military command. 

The dark story behind the Ber- 
lin announcement came to the 
writer from three different inde- 
pendent sources: first, from the 
chiefs of the French resistance 
movement at Chartres in the vi- 
cinity of which the alleged ‘“acci- 
dent” took place; second, from 
leaders of the German anti-Hitler 
underground which had spies in 
the Reichswehr and Nazi services 
and administrations both in France 
and the Reich; third, from Amer- 
icans who remained in Paris dur- 
ing the occupation and were on 
friendly, even confidential, terms 
witlg officers of the Junker caste. 


Prearranged Mishap. 


All accounts agree that Rom- 
mel’s injuries were not due, as 
Berlin has always maintained, to 
American strafing, but to an ac- 
cident in which his motor car ran 
off the road and crashed into a 
hedge. There were many signs 
that the mishap was prearranged. 
The Gestapo probably tampered 
with the steering gear. 

It is considered peculiar that 
the Germans would let the Field

Marshal lie four hours s without 


care on the roadside where he 
nearly bled to death. He was fi- 
nally picked up by a Frenchman 
and taken to a French hospital 
where an emergency operation 
was performed by a French gsur- 
geon. 

FFI men at Chartres and also 
German officers who visited Rom- 
mel a month after the accident 
unanimously declared him to be 
on the full road to recovery.

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Pacific Paradox? 


The paradox which may now be shaping up 
in the Pacific is that a great and decisive naval 
engagement has been started in which one an- 
tagonist proposes to fight almost entirely from 
the air. 

This startling possibility, rising out of the 
six attacks which the Japanese air force has 
made on our carrier task force off Formosa be- 
ginning Oct. 9, had been suggested even earlier 
by Alexander Kiralfy, author of “Victory in the 
Pacific,” who wrote in Foreign Affairs for Oc- 
tober that in consequence of a deliberate policy 


followed since 1905, “Tokyo’s sole. hope’—de-’ 


fensively—‘‘now lives in the possibility of de- 
stroying sea-borne expeditions by means of 
land-based aircraft.” 

Ten months ago, Mr. Kiralfy had ventured 
the opinion, brilliantly substantiated now by the 
actual events, that the Imperial Japanese Navy 
would not stand and fight as long as it could 
turn and run. In the 2400 years of Japan’s his- 
tory, he said, its Navy had been conceived of 
as a means of transporting troops, of protect- 
ing communications and of covering troops op- 
erating on land. 

Lord Nelson’s idea—the classic notion of Brit- 
ish and American naval strategy—that the pur- 
pose of a fleet is to seck out the enemy fleet 
and destroy it, is completely antithetical to the 
Japanese nature, which prefers fighting on land, 
Mr. Kiralfy wrote. 

The Japanese, people of paradox, have, in fact, 
been so little enamored of sea warfare that they 
have been content to wage it to the bitter end 
only when they could do so from the land—as, 
against the Russian fleet in 1905, the Imperial 
Navy broke off a battle in the Yellow Sea in 
spite of the fact that it was winning, and chose 
rather to accomplish the destruction of the 
enemy from a hilltop at Port Arthur. 

Japan's strange dream of winning her sea 
battles from the land took wings from that very 
engagement, Mr. Kiralfy writes now; for the 


emergence of two Russian fleets against her ° 


had created a profound impression that the 
United States or Britain might at some future 
date send against her a third fleet or a fourth 
-~—and that therefore she must find some means 
of defense other than the Navy. 

Mr. Kiralfy documents his theory with the 
records of armaments limitations in the past 
nearly four decades. At the Washington naval 
limitation conference in 1921, Adm. Kato aban- 
doned parity in carriers and warships in the 
interest of developing land-based aircraft. Ja- 
pan thereafter refused to take part in any con- 
ference at which aircraft limitations might be 
discussed, Mr. Kiralfy writes. 

At Geneva in 1932, she proposed abolition of 
carriers. At the London naval conference of 
1935-36, Japan offered to agree to abolition of 
submarines if the United States and Britain 
would agree to the abolition of aircraft carriers, 
and@ when the demand was rejected, quit the 
conference, and refused to renew the Washing- 
ton treaties of 1922. As another indication in 
the same direction, Mr. Kiralfy says he can find 
no significant enlargement of the Imperial Navy, 
except in aircraft carriers, since the naval lim- 
itation treaties were terminated at the beginning 
of 1936. 

Does, as this writer suggests, Japan propose 
now to join the issue with our powerful naval 
forces in the Pacific with her air force as her 
major weapon? In her home islands, in Korea, 
in Manchuria, the Philippines, Formosa and 
Eastern China, Japan has the land—her fight- 
ing element—from which to launch air attack 
upon our fleet. The great size of our naval 
forces and their relatively slow movement con- 
stitute hazards, Mr. Kiralfy points out. “The 
Japanese may be expected to exercise all their 
cunning in the climactic aerial battles that have 
been the subject of so many years of thought. 
They concealed the very fact of their reliance 
upon air power for a long time; conceivably 
they may now be attempting to conceal their 
true strength until a decisive opportunity to use 
it occurs.” 

In this strangest of wars, will Japan summon 
up her courage to meet our Navy in a duel to 
the death—fighting us from the air? Mr. Ki- 
ralfy makes out at least a persuasive argument 
that it will be so.

A Workable Cartel Policy 


A clear-headed and workable approach to the 
formulation of an American policy toward car- 
tels has at last been drawn. It is the work of 
the Foreign Policy Association. 

The association's report avoids going to either 
extreme. It does not hold, with one school, that 
the cartel is unequivocally vicious and should be 
outlawed out of hand; or with another school, 
that it is the white hope of international trade 
regulation in the postwar world. 

What the Foreign Policy Association proposes 
is mandatory registration of cartels, and regula- 
tion by a world economic court, with full pub- 
licity. 

The proposal takes into account both of the 
contradictory facts about cartels: that they have 
most often served private greed against public 
interest, and that the controls they provide in 
the world market are going to be very much 
needed in problem fields after the war. 

In the world of practicalities, the United States 
Government has already entered into commodity 
agreements—or cartels—for the control of wheat, 
oil and coffee. There are reported to be indica- 
tions that our Government is considering the 
cartelistic device of quotas for merchant ship- 
ping after the war—and some sort of control 
will be much needed, for we shall have nearly 
three-fourths as much merchant shipping as the 
whole world had before the war. Similar con- 
trol is being considered for the commodity of 
tanners’ hides. 

The Foreign Policy Association’s proposals 
would leave an opening for cartelistic control of 
types of commerce that are so much out of bal- 
ance as to constitute a menace to the stability 
of world trade. At the same time, the inherent- 
ly dangerous nature of the cartel device would 
be recognized. There is reason to believe that 
in the light of publicity, the cartel could be, to 
an acceptable extent, prevented from becoming 


the tool of private greed, and could be made the 
instrument of therapy in the sick markets of 
the world. 
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Full Discussion, By All Means 

Americans are reminded of their privileges 
and duties as citizens of a democracy by the 
State Department’s appeal for the widest pos- 
sible discussion of the world security proposals 
recently drafted by the Dumbarton Oaks con- 
ference. 

Under a non-democratic government, some 
plan would be arbitrarily agreed upon by the 
people's rulers, and that would be the end of 
that. But in this country, every citizen is urged 
to study the plan, and to help in its molding by 
means of his voice and his vote. 

Under Secretary Stettinius, issuing the State 
Department's call, emphasized that the docu- 
ment made public last week is “tentative and 
as yet incomplete”; that much work remains to 
be done before the international organization to 
preserve the world’s peace can become a reality. 
The statement is a challenge to every person in 
public life and every informational agency to do 
their share, to every organization of any educa- 
tional pretensions whatever to see that its mem- 
bers and all within their circle of influence learn 
about this paramount issue. 

Americans have never before felt it necessary 
to give much thought to their country’s foreign 
policy. But now, with two fearful wars in the 
life of one generation, it has become clear that 
our co-operation with other nations is vital to 
the world’s security. General agreement upon 
that principle is not enough, however, Creation 
of a concrete plan for achieving such co-opera- 
tion is the great problem now before us. 

An enlightened public opinion can do much 
in guiding our chosen leaders to the right course. 
Before it can become enlightened, however, the 
public must dig into the subject, listen to the 
debates, review the mistakes of the past and 
absorb sufficient knowledge to form a sound 
and considered judgment. 

There should, by all means, be the fullest 
possible discussion and consideration of the 
world security issue. The State Department con- 
tributes to its successful outcome by urging that 
the people begin their study at once.

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Swedish Bearings Stop Rolling 

After many months of negotiations by the 
United States, Britain and Russia, Sweden has 
at last announced an end to exports of ball bear- 
ings to Germany. ‘This cessation is more im- 
portant than is implied in the Swedish declara- 
tion that exports have been only 3 per cent of 
Germany's own production, for our bombers 
have greatly cut into normal production at 
schweinfurt and elsewhere. 

This protracted affair brings: up once again 
the whole question of Sweden’s role as a neutral. 
On the one hand, there is some appearance that 
Sweden is by and large thoroughly sympathetic 
with the United Nations—at least with Britain 
and America—and that she has gone as far and 
as fast as she dared go to hamper Germany with- 
out undergoing the fate of Norway and Finland. 

Last summer, for example, she forbade the 
further passage of troops across Swedish terri- 
tory between Norway and Germany. In July 
came the announcement that Sweden had deliv- 
ered only three out of seven million tons of 
iron ore promised to Germany; in August, she 
took measures to stop trade to Germany in 
Swedish vessels; in September, she closed all 
Swedish ports on the Baltic and the Gulf of 
Bothnia and prohibited the overland movement 
of German freight to and from Norway. 

But on the other side, several of these acts 
could have been motivated out of prudent self- 
interest as well as out of actual sympathy for the 
Allied cause. Like any other neutral, Sweden 
wants to be in the good graces of the victors 
when the war comes to an end. Furthermore, 
Jooking at conditions realistically, she must an- 
ticipate that in the future, as in the past, a large 
segment of her prosperity must come out of re- 
newed trade with rebuilt Germany. And, as the 
ball bearing matter indicates, there is in Sweden, 
as there was in this country before Pear] Harbor, 
a considerable disposition to put good business 
above good ideology.

The alphabetical names are somewhat 
amusing, but the humor evaporates when the 
names are read in full, and the reader begins 
to wonder which of them’ Mr. Dewey would 
abolish if he became President. 

Would he end the Foreign Economic Adminis- 
tration, which rounds up scarce commodities 
abroad? Or the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, a Hoover creation, which helps finance 
both Federal agencies and private business? Or 
the War Food Administration, aid to feeding 
soldiers and civilians? Or the Office of Co- 
ordinator of Inter-American Affairs, which im- 
plements the Good Neighbor Policy? 

He also mentioned ‘by initials: The Office of 
Strategic Services, an important § military 
agency. The Office of War Information, dis- 
penser of war facts and propaganda agency 
abroad. The War Shipping Administration, a 
vital transport agency. The War Refugee Board, 
rescuer of war victims. The Office of Alien 
Property Custodian, watchdog over enemy hold- 
ings in America. The Office of Censorship, which 
guards military secrets. The Office of War 
Mobilization, a key co-ordinating agency. 

There were more, but the samples are enough 
to show that Mr. Dewey would have a hard time 
eliminating any of them’ without impairing the 
war effort. It’s all right for stage. comedians 
to laugh about “alphabet soup,” but a presi- 
dential candidate ought to be specific.

When the great day of peace comes, and 
the United States prepares to beat its 
swords into plowshares, what will happen 
then to the dreams and hopes and plans 
of today that inspire the people to look 
with such confidence and sureness to the 
future? 


Will the united efforts of 130 million peo- 
ple who inhabit the 3,026,789 square miles 
that we call America, triumph? This na- 
tion’s greatness is a compound of the en- 
ergy and productivity of all its people, Or 
will states’ rights, sectional jealousies, po- 
litical prejudices and economic status quo 
triumph? Will today’s blueprints be laid 
away on high shelves, to gather dust? 


The answer may hinge, in part, on what 
is done in the Great Plains country. The 
Missouri Valley can become another and a 
greater TVA. Or it can continue to be 
a rogue elephant of a river, running wild 
and unharnessed because man cannot agree 
with his neighbor, 


Where Is the One Big Plan? 


The Missouri's length of 2475 miles from 
headwaters to mouth noses out even the 
Father of Waters, It drains an area of 
529,350 square miles, of which nearly 10,000 
lie in Canada, Its tributaries tap nine 
States, where live 12,807,551 people. 


What is to become of this great mass of 
land? What is to be done with the Missouri 
River? The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, in 
an outspoken editorial, declared that the 
Missouri River is not primarily an instru- 
ment to be used for irrigation or for naviga- 
tion or for power, nor is it primarily an 
evil force to be controlled against its re- 
peated and disastrous flooding. It is a syn- 
thesis of all these. 


Then the newspaper poses this question: 
Where is the plan that will solve the one 
big problem of the one big river? The Mis- 
souri Valley must find that plan. It declares 
that this is a job for all the people work- 
ing together, because time is precious if 
the people are to master the river instead 
of permitting it longer to enslave this great 
and rich land area. If the task is to be 
done, all must join in.the work. 

The paper reminds its readers and the 
Governors of the valley states of what hap- 
pened in the spring of 1944. While lands 
thirsted in Montana, water that might have

TVA Pointed the Path 


What would the unirrigated lands of 
Montana have given for the water — the

much of the lower valley? What would the 
river’s navigators have given for a system 
which at once would prevent the hazards 
of flood navigation and at the same time 
keep their channels deep and free in all 
seasons? 

This can be done. It has been done in 
the Tennessee Valley. The TVA has brought 
new wealth to 40,600 square miles of water- 
shed. 
Missouri Valley development are the same 
kind raised 11 years ago, against TVA:

The obstacles now raised against - 


that the sectionalism at times quite appar- 
ent in the Missouri Valley can give way to 
unity and the greater benefit of all. Al- 
ready there are a number of plans put 
forward. The weakness of them all is 
that they cannot fail but throw the whole 
problem out of balance. All the questions 
they raise travel the same old road to the 
same old terminal: Where is the one big 
plan? 


Strife Can Be Abated 


Already sectional bitterness is evident in 
the preoccupation of people with the in- 
terests of their own section, to the exclu- 
sion of those outside. The power interests 
are concerned with what use will be made 
of the kilowatts generated at the proposed 
dams. The lower states are concerned lest 
the flood control measures be neglected, 
and there even is talk that irrigation in the 
upper states would take away some of the 
markets their farmers now enjoy. There 
are those who fear Federal control. 

The outlook, however, need not be so blue. 
The Tennessee Valley serves to illustrate 
that sectionalism can give way to unity to 
the greater benefit of all. The main fea- 
tures of the TVA idea are few and aimple. 

No one, least of all those who support 
the TVA plan, advocates that this plan be 
uprooted and transplanted in its entirety 
to the Missouri Valley. The Missouri is 
not the Tennessee River. It has its special 
problems. Irrigation does not even exist 
on the Tennessee. 

The rivers are different. The problems of 
the people are different. So are the land 
and the people. Yet the basic idea of TVA 
can be brought ‘to the Missouri Valley, be- 
cause it is an idea that has passed its 
Jaboratory test with brilliance and is ready 
for use wherever men seek to make a river 
serve them, 


Need Broad Program for All 


Many were the problems which confront- 
ed the builders of TVA. The problems have 
been solved. They were solved because the 
problem was considered as one, the goal 
was to work out a unified plan that would 
best serve all the valley. 


There is in such a broad, ambitious pro- 
gram a place for co-operatives and farm 
groups and civic organizations, Co-opera- 
tion is the key. 

To secure co-operation the people must 
be told what it means to them. There must 
be demonstration farms to show the value 
of erosion control, better livestock and new 
crops and improved farming methods. There 
must be local autonomy, 


The people of the community, of each 
community, must have a pride in what 
they are doing. And certainly, the under- 
taking of such a project, affecting either 
directly or indirectly the lives of more than 
12,000,000 people in nine states, cannot but 
help have an effect on regional resource 
development after the war. It can be made 
an effective instrument of free, co-operative 
democracy. It can have a spiritual as well 
as an economic force,

A Cruel Deception. 


It is by no means easy to define 
the real interest and the true pol- 
icy of the United States in that 
part of the globe. The reason it 
is so difficult to. do it is that we 
are not sure of our ability and 
of our willingness to exert a 
steady influence in a region which 
is so remote from the sources of 
our power, Spasmodic interven- 
tion only muddles’ everything. 
We must not, then, in honor make 
what other peoples will regard as 
promises of our support. For 
however good the intention, the 
result is a cruel deception. When, 
for example, Gov. Dewey said one 
day that only volunteers should be 
kept in Europe when the fighting 
ends, and a few weeks later al- 
lowed himself to give the Poles 
the impression that he would back 
them up, he was fooling either 
himself or the Poles. 

That is not'a solvent American 
foreign policy. It is like writing 
checks, which some one will try 


We are, I submit, using phrases 
as substitutes for thought when 
we deplore this on the ground that 
it is a recognition of “spheres of 
influence.” Of course, there are 


spheres of influence and no two 
countries have the same sphere of 
influence. Is anyone going to 
argue that the influence of the 
United States is not greater in the 
Caribbean Sea than it is in the 
Baltic, the Black Sea or the East- 
ern Mediterranean? Or is anyone 
going to argue that the Soviet in- 
fluence should be equally great in 
Central America and in Central 
Europe? 

The wisest thing we can do, I 
believe, is to recognize candidly 
that, having just emerged from a 
century of isolation, we do not 
have and cannot have a ready- 
made American foreign policy ap- 
plicable in every part of the world. 
Some day we shall have. But we 
do not have jit now, and until we 
do have it, we must not imagine 
that we can run the whole world 
as back-seat drivers.

Should He Participate? 


The real question which we need 
to discuss is, it seems to me, 
whether the President ought to 
be participating as a principal in 
the Moscow conversations about 
Poland, the Balkans and the Mid- 
die East.

The foreign policy of the United 
States in the twentieth century is 
still largely unformed, We know 
that the range of our vital inter- 
ests and commitments has become 
much wider than it was in the 
nineteenth century. The real prob- 
lem is to determine how much 
wider, and we must beware of the 
temptation to swing from one ex- 
treme to the other, to think that 
because we can no longer remain 
securely isolated in the Western 
Hemisphere, we must, therefore, 
take a leading role in every part 
of the Eastern Hemisphere. 

The opposite of isolation is not 
universalism: because we have 
vital interests across the two 
oceans, it does not follow that we 


a “strong” American stand every- 
where, in Eastern Europe and in 
all of Asia, are isolationist-minded 
and have merely turned their coats 
inside out. For what do they 
threaten to do if Great Britain 
or the Soviet Union does not adopt 
the universal opinions? They 
threaten to withdraw into isola- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
Civilian goods production has been 
authorized in more than 750 plants 
under the “spot authorization” 
plan, War Production Board offi- 
cials estimated today, with new 
applications arriving at a rate of 
about 500 a week. 

The plant-by-plant authoriza- 
tions may prove to be the main 
bridge between war and peace- 
time production, some officials be- 
lieve, if the European war runs 
into the’ winter and if business 
men continue to use the program 
as a cushion for war contract can- 
cellations. 

The spot plan permits com- 
panies to make peacetime goods 
if they can prove to WPB field 
offices that they have labor and 
machinery not needed for war 
work, 

Widespread use of the plan now 
appears likely with the slow-up of 
Allied forces at Hitler’s westwall, 
and business men generally have 
begun to explore the possibilities 
of using the plan despite their 
complaints at the red tape in- 
volved, 

WPB reports that 2562 com- 
panies had filed applications by 
Oct. 1, of which 441 were ap- 
proved. In the first half of Octo- 
ber, it is estimated, an additional 
1000 applications were filed and 
more than 300 approved.

TWO SERVICE MEN SUE FIRM 
CHARGE RELIEF ACT VIOLATION 


A suit seeking $10,745 damages 
was filed yesterday in United 
States District Court by two serv- 
ice men now overseas against the 
Home Furniture Co., 4206 Man- 
chestereavenue, charging the com- 
pany with obtaining possession of 
their furniture by replevin suit in 
violation of the Soldiers’ and Sail- 
ors’ Civil Relief Act.

VENGEPRALITIS VIRUS 


IN GrIGKEN MITES 


Washington U. Pathologist 
Reports on 3 Scientists’ 
Research in County. 


Possibility that chicken mites 
may perpetuate the virus causing 
encephalitis, which was epidemic 
here in 1933 and 1937, was reported 
last night by Dr. Margaret G. 


University Medical School, before 
the St. Louis Medical Society. 

In a paper prepared in collabora- 
tion with Dr. Russell J. Blattner 
and Dr. Florence Heys of the 
school’s department of pediatrics, 
Dr. Smith reported that chicken 
mites found in various parts of 
St. Louis County served 4s a 
source of infection among chick- 
ens. The experimentation, 
said, was carried on with the co- 
operation of the St. Louis County 
Health Department. 

The mites, the paper said, were 

isolated several days and then 
mixed with broth. The broth was 
then injected into young mice 
which, in eight to 10 days, de- 
veloped convulsions similar’ to 
those experienced in encephalitis 
and died, 
Earlier studies on the West 
Coast, the paper continued, indi- 
cated that mosquitoes may be the 
transmitting agents among humans 
but it has never been learned how 
the virus passes over from one 
mosquito generation to another. 
It is possible, Dr. Smith said, that 
the mosquito picks up the virus 
from chickens, 

Two points remain to be demon- 
strated before any final assertion 
can be made, the paper said. First, 
whether the mite actually trans- 
fers the infection, Second, whether 
and how the virus is transferred 
from one generation to another. 
If the mite proves responsible for 
the infection, the paper said, it 
will be possible to reach the source 
of infection.

Sprung from an obscure middle 
class family, Rommel rose to the 
rank of first lieutenant in World 
War I and even gained the Pour 
La Merite, the ‘highest military 
decoration under the Kaiser and 
rarely bestowed on anyone of* so 
low a rank. Like most officers of 
the regular army, Rommel was 
ruined by the peace and joined 
the ranks of the penniless outcasts 
who with Hitler made the Nazi 
revolution. 


Rommel blustered and swag- 
gered in Munich beer halls with 
all the rest, beat up party oppon- 
ents in street brawls. With Rein- 
hard Heydrich, later famous as 
the “Hangman,” Rommel became 
Hitler’s bodyguard and took turns 
watching outside the door as the 
Feuhrer slept. The two guards 
were bitterly jealous of each 
other. It is related that one night 
Heydrich, a former naval officer, 
found Rommel asleep at the post 
and kicked him in the side, break- 
ing a rib. 

Heydrich was protected by 
Himmler. Thus rose a long enmity 
between Romme] and the Gestapo 
leader, now ended in Rommel’s 
death and Himmler’s emergence 
in chief of the 
Nazified German army. 

Despite his dissipations Rommel 
was a born soldier. Even in the 
early Nazi days he was a hard 
student of military science, par-

And then we had one 
of those bull sessions that are like smoking 
opium while they last but that leave you with 
a dull ache when they’re over. That evening 
Sam Schwartzberg, son of Mrs. Sara Schwartz- 
berg of 1377 Granville Place; flight officer Rob- 
ert W. Voisen, son of Mrs. Virgie Voisen of 7414 
Lansdowne; Master Sergeant Joseph H. Bunt-

a smoldering city dump.

I HAVE SPENT these homesick evenings 
with the boys of the Air Corps, with men 
in replacement depots just waiting to fill 
a dead man’s shoes, with some fighting divi- 
sions with men who have just come out of 
the line after weeks of battle, with men in 
hospitals who have lost legs or arms and some- 
times al] resemblance to human beings, and there 
is only one antidote for this feeling that leads 
grown men to open imaginary Christmas pres- 
ents under imaginary Christmas trees and hold 
imaginary reunions with friends and their fam- 
ilies 5000 miles away. That antidote is mail— 
bales of it—mail from closest kin, from friends, 
from even chance acquaintances; anything that 
makes you feel that you're still a part of the 
little neighborhood you once lived in, still a cog 
in the life you left. But too often for guys like 
Sam Schwartzberg who has been overseas more 
than 27 months there is no letter in the daily 
mail to keep them going, Folks and friends wrote 
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long and often at first bit after 27 months’ 
regular letter-writing gets to be a chore 80 guys 
like Sam are reduced to buoying up their spir- 
its by taking to the needle. Actually the sub- 
ject of homesickness is avoided in the army like 
a babe suffering from buck teeth and the bu- 
bonic plague. The undercurrent may be there 
but in conversation you go to any lengths to 
avoid mentioning the fact that you’re homesick 
because you haven’t received any mail since your 
Aunt Matilda eloped with a steamfitter six 
months ago. One night, not long before this 
headquarters moved forward to its present loca- 
tion, a bunch of the boys and this correspondent 
were sitting in a tent in a pine forest adjoin- 
ing the landing strip. Homesickness was in the 
mir but there was a chap in the group we all 
knew couldn’t take any talk about home.

HE’D TOLD US a few nights before that his 
wife was asking for a divorce, so we invented 
another game. Not Christmas this time, In- 
stead we formed a new command: “the Five 
Hundred and Twenty-Second Mobile Mess Kit 
Repair Command.” Silly? Sure, but forming 
that command took up a whole evening, and be- 
fore that evening was over we had the Joe whosé 
wife had run out on him laughing. We decided 
that this mobile mess kit repair command would 
consist of two wings. That it would be com- 
manded by a Marshal, have a Mohammedan 
chaplain and that everybody in it except the 
Marshal and Vice Marshal would be sergeant 
Majors on flying pay. We turned army pro- 
cedure backwards and decided we'd have signs 
which read, “don’t write it down; we can get 
it wrong without your help.”

KEEP THE CRYING CHILD IN SCHOOL 
HIS FIRST DAY AT ALL COSTS AND 
THE DIFFICULTY 13 OVER FOR THE 


MOST PART::- 


ITTLE children when they 
L reach the age of 4 need to start 

out a little from home and 
mother. A 4-year-old child needs 
to play independently with other 
children of his age. Most of them 
do so gladly but now and again 
there is one who refuses to be 
parted from his mother or his own 
front yard for five minutes, That 
child must be encouraged, helped, 
obliged if necessary, to go alone 
a little. 

Of course, like all other train- 
ing, this should have started when 
he was in the baby pen. He should 
have been trained by experience 
to stay in his corner with his own 
belongings for a short period daily 
so that he became accustomed to 
staying by himseif without his 
mother’s close presence in. the 
room. But if that has not been 
done, he has to be trained by ex- 
perience that he is safe apart 
from his mother and from his 
home among other children. 

Every term opening we have at 
least one child in the kindergar- 
ten or first grade who refuses to 
stay in class without his mother. 
Often the mother pleads to stay 
with him, She must go home and 
leave the child in the care of the 
teacher and insist that he stay for 
the whole session. If he succeeds 
in gettmg out of the classroom 
and home to mother, he will fight 
harder next time and lose a whole 


“term of schooling and the host of 


valuable experiences that rise out 


of the contacts he makes there. 

We found that the sure way 
was to send the child promptly to 
the classroom without his mother, 
on line with the others if possible, 
in the care of a sympathetic class- 
mate if possible, and keep him in 
the room no matter how he 
howled and kicked and fought to 
get away. One of us stayed be- 
tween him and the door and every- 
thing possible was done to make 
him feel he was among friends. 
But stay he must, 

Sometimes he howled and yelled 
for 10 minutes. That seems an 
eternity to the mother if she 
stands in the hall listening. Some 
of them slip in to bring aid and 
comfort to their suffering child, 
but we stood guard and insisted 
they stay outside and not allow 
the child to know of their pres- 
ence. 

Rarely did a child cry longer 
than 10 minutes. The yells die 
down. No child can yell longer 
than 10 minutes without rest and 
we usually captured their atten- 
tion when they took a rest spell. 
Most of them cry no more but 
follow along with the class from 
there on, having learned that 
school is a good place for fun and 
company and something to do. 

Keep the crying child in school 
his first day at all costs and the 
difficulty is over for the most 
part, but let him go home just 
once and you lose him for the 
term. ’

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

ONDAY afternoon I had the 
Mere: pleasure of receiving the 

new Minister from New Zea- 
land and Mrs. Berendsen. I had 
met them before in Canberra, 
Australia, at a lunch given by 
Prime Minister Curtin, but these 
lunches are rather formal affairs, 
and it was pleasant to renew our 
acquaintance under less formal 
circumstances, 

I was just bidding good-by to 
some officials of the disabled vet- 
erans’ organization, when I heard 
a small voice call, “Look, grand- 
mere,” from the big staircase. Be- 
fore I had time to greet my New 
Zealand guests, a procession de- 
scended upon us. In the lead was 
a black dog, followed very solemn- 
ly by a 5-year-old boy with a flag 
twice as big as himself, It was 
evidently meant to be a very sol- 
emn occasion, so we all waited 
for the procession to pass. Then 
Minister and Mrs. Berendsen and 
I had tea and reminisced about 
their delightful country, which has 
been so kind and hospitable to our 
men, 

Later, the annual visit paid to 
the President by the members of 
the Supreme Court proved to be 
a very informal and pleasant op- 
portunity for talk with these busy 
and important gentlemen. As my 
daughter and Miss Margaret Suck- 
ley poured tea, I had a chance to 
talk to a good many members of 
the court, 

In the evening, Comdr. Tyree 
and his wife dined with me, and 
then we went to the rally at Con- 
stitution Hall for the Community 
War Fund, I discovered for the 
first time, though Comdr. Tyree 
has been here as Adm. Brown's 
aide for some time, that I had vis- 
ited his submarine in Hawaii 
while he was absent on emergency 
leave. The moment he spoke of 
it, 1 remembered the many tales 


of adventure clustered around 
that particular craft, which had 
a very remarkable record. 

Archibald MacLeish presided at 
the rally, and I do not think there 
is anyone who can equal him in 
speaking and writing the English 
language. His prose sounds like 
poetry, and his closing words were 
very stirring. The music was fur- 
nished by the United States Navy 
School of Music Band and Chorus, 
which is conducted by Lt. James 
Thurmond, and is extraordinarily 
good. A big chorus of young men’s 
voices is always stirring, and it 
fitted in well with the rest of the 
exercises. 

The British Ambassador spoke 
for the United Nations, and a 
Norwegian leader of the under- 
ground, who has just come to this 
country, spoke for the under- 
ground movement in Europe. 
There was a massing of the flags 
of the United Nations, because the 
Community War Fund is shared 
by the various nations. Altogether 
it was a stirring pageant, and I 
am sure everyone there went out 
prepared — to work and t to give.

A New Test 
To Classify

PROPHESY that in the very 
| near future we are to hear a 

good deal about the Rorschach 
mental test. Rorschach himself 
and his disciples resent calling it 
an intelligence quotient test, but 
they have not coined a _ good 
phrase to describe it. The near- 
est is personality, or character, 
or human relation test. 

If it does what such a descrip- 
tion suggests, it can be seen that 
it will be in immediate demand 
with the 10 million young men 
and women who have to be fitted 
into civil industry, and a large 
number shocked by battle experi- 
ence who have to be assessed so 
that a decision can be made as 
to whether they will ever be able 
to play their parts in the world. 

The originator of the test was 
Hermann Rorschach, a Swiss psy- 
chiatrist who died in 1922, and 
who had experimented with his 
procedure for diagnosing the per- 
sonality for 10 years. The most 
complete book published in Amer- 
ica dealing with the test was 
published in 1942, by the Univer- 
sity of California Press. So it is 
not a sudden or hare-brained idea, 
but has background in the experi- 
ence of scientific men.

I EMPHASIZE this because it 
doesn’t sound as if it were very 
sensible or profound. The test 
consists in showing the subject a 
number of blots, such as children 
make by dropping ink on a sheet 
of paper and folding it. The sub- 
ject tells what they look like to 
him, if anything, and that is all. 

But its simplicity is deceptive. 
Rorschach showed his blots to 
his students, his academic friends, 
the janitor of the building, the 
patients in the state hospital— 
they all had meaningful experi- 
ences when looking at these cal- 
culatedly meaningless blotches. 

It is claimed that a careful 
study and scoring of the results 
will show a detailed analysis of 
personality, and guide the exam- 
iner in advising what sort of 
work the subject can do best. 


As an example of what the test 
will do and how dependable it is 
we have the experience extending 
over several years at Sarah Law- 
rence College. The students were 
rated on entering college on the 
basis of the Rorschach test A, B, 
C and D, Then they were followed 
through their academic career. 
There were’ 23 students each 
classed as A and B. One of them 
had an academic failure. Of 16 
students rated as C six had aca- 
demic failures and one had to see 
a psychiatrist. Of 21 students 
rated as D six had academic fail- 
ures and six had to see a psychi- 
atrist.

THE TEST IS BEING used not 
only in colleges, but also in busi- 
ness to fit people to the proper 
kind of work. It is also used ex- 
tensively in the study of nervous 
individuals. 

When one asks how such a 
simple test can tell anything, the 
quesfion is partly answered by 
studying how the scoring is made. 
Three fundamental factors are in- 
volved. When the person tells 
what the blot looks like it is scored 
on the basis of what part of the 
blot suggested the answer, what 
determined the response, and what 
was the content of the responses 
(i. e., did the blot suggest an ani- 
mal, a human, an object, etc.). 
Just to give one brief gross exam- 
ple, if Subject A cannot see any- 
thing that the blot suggests at all 
while B can’t make up his mind 
whether it suggests a bat or two 
clowns or a cloud, it is p~bvious 
that you are dealing w wo 
kinds of minds. 

A sample report made after an 
elaborate series of scorings is: 

“His type of mind is perfectly 
at home in any routine detailed 
task, but he cannot make deci- 
sions. His difficulties would seem 
to lie in the fact that he can’t see 
the wood for the trees. Probably 
an intelligence test would do him 
good, because his difficulty seems 
a purely intellectual one.”

Navy Bean Soup 

One cup navy beans, two pounds 
beef brisket, two quarts water, one 
tablespoon salt, parsley leaves, cel- 
ery leaves, one cup chopped celery, 
three medium onions, one No, 2% 
can tomatoes.

Personal ity ‘Coats, Dresses, Suits and Capes Provide Many Variations in Popular Costume

MONG the important style de- 
A velopments of the current 
season is the return of the 
vogue of complete ensembles. St. 
Louis women always have liked 
the idea of purchasing a costume 
complete but within recent years 
have had to forego this method of 
shopping because ensembles had 
practically disappeared from the 
shops. 
Government regulations as to 


the number of items that could be - 


sold at one price made the sale of 
coat and dress alliances difficult 
so most manufacturers gave up 
the plan of featuring such combi- 
nations. However, with the 
present era of “easy money” and 
a definite trend toward luxurious 
themes in wearing apparel, cus- 
tomers clamour for ensembles and 
aren't concerned ag to the amount 
that must be spent when the indi- 
vidual price tickets on the 
garments are totaled. 


Everyone who plans a winter 
wardrobe with care agrees that 
no costume made up of parts pur- 
chased in different departments 
and a variety of stores can look 
as unified as one which was de- 
signed by one person and planned 
as a complete ensemble. Further- 
more, there is the added time 
which must be taken to assemble 
coat, jacket, skirt and dress—or 
whatever items are needed to 
make a complete outfit. So in 
spite of government ’ regulations 
which must be met, the retailers 
are giving the customer what she 
wants and she is paying the price 
no matter how staggering. 

Such an interest has developed 
in the costume suit that many 
different variations are popular. 
It-may consist of a coat and dress, 
a suit and matching cape, a cape 
and dress, or a suit which has one 
of those smart tunic coats with a 
separate blouse to emphasize a 
dressmaker aspect. The treatment 
of coat styling likewise is diversi- 
fied because women are given 
their choice in the matter of coat 
length and silhouette. 

To show the many different 
costume ideas regarded as fash- 
ion-right this season, four ver- 
sions have been illustrated from 
the many stunning models that 
the St. Louis stores are showing. 
Sketched at extreme right is a 
three-piece costume suit of corn- 
flower colored woolen combined 
with nutria. The boxy coat has 
nutria reverg and lining. This is 


worn over a two-piece suit con- 
sisting of hip-length jacket and 
gored skirt. The jacket has in- 
teresting detail at the shoulders 
where cartridge pleats introduce 
fullness. Clever breast pockéts 
are caught down at the top with 
little loops. The belt ties with 
a perky bow at the front. Turned 
back cuffs and saddle stitched 
buttons further enhance the 


jacket,

purple woolen, has high placed 
pockets, a tie collar and shirt 
sleeves finished with cuffs.

ERHAPS the worst of all the 
P errors that can be committed 
in bridge is to make a bid urg- 
ing partner to go to game and 
then, after he has done so (per- 
haps reluctantly) to carry him 
past game in an invitation to a 
slam. In short, to bid as South 
did in this case: 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable, 


& spades (1) pees 

West led the club queen; East 
won and shifted to the diamond 
three. Declarer ducked and West 
won with the ten. Now West re- 
turned the diamond king. At the 
very end declarer had to give East 
another diamond as the setting 
trick. 

South walled that it had been 
a crime to take a loss on a hand 
as big as his, and to this observa- 
tion there can be no disagreement. 
What South neglected to add, 
however, was that he himself was 
the criminal! 

I grant that North’s two heart 
response to the opening bid was 
light, but in simple logic it was 
the best call available. One no- 
trump, with a six-card major suit 
in the hand, certainly would have 
been far less constructive: and if 
North had passed one spade, that 
would merely have been another 


- ‘way of losing the laydown game. 


The fatal flaw in the bidding was 
South’s choice of rebids—a choice 
that acted as a trap on South 
himself! The correct rebid was 
not three but four spades! This 
is a stronger rebid, and one that 
was eminently justified by South's 
holding. It is not game-closing, 
hence if North had a pretty fair 
hand there was no reason why he 
could’nt bid again.
